C., O ctober 24,1868.—D ear S ir: In a 
ysoent conversation upon th e subject of 
th e finances, you expressed a desire to 
be furnished w ith som e of th e leading 
facte th en m entioned, touchiog the n a ­ 
tional expenditures and. th e public 
debt. 
I now oom ply w ith yo u r request, 
reg retting, how ever, th a t o ther and 
m ore pressing m atters have prevented 
m e from 'niore clearly /illu stratin g the 
absolute necessity for Im m ediate re­ 
form iu th e financial operations of th e 
governm ent. 
In 177tj «ur national independence 
was proclaim ed, And after an exh au s­ 
tive, bloody struggle of seven years, 
was, in 1783, acknow ledged by th e pa­ 
ren t governm ent. 
In 1787 th e federal 
constitution w as fram ed, and in 1789 
tho governm ent w ent into operation 
un d er its provisions, hardened w ith a 
debt of seventy-five m illion* of dollars 
oreated d in in g th e w ar of the revolu­ 
tion.— Im m ediately upon th e organiza­ 
tion of Congress, m easures w ere de­ 
vised for th e p aym ent of th e national 
obligations aud th e restoration of the 
public credit, an d w hen, iu 1812, w ar 
w as ^declared against G rqat B ritain , 
th e debt had already been reduced to 
forty-five m illions of dollars. 
It was 
th en largely iuereased by the three 
years’ struggle th a t ensued betw een 
th e tw o n ations n n til, In 181G, it had 
reached th e sum oí 0110 hundred aud 
tw enty-seven m illions. 
Peapo again established, provision 
was m ade for th e earliest practicnoie 
liquidation of th is indebtedness, in or­ 
der th a t It m ight not become a perm a­ 
n en t incum brance upon th e people. 
U nder wise and econom ical legislation 
th e en tire am o u n t was paid in a period 
of tw enty years, uud th e ex tin g u ish ­ 
m en t of the national debt filled the 
land w ith rejoicing, an d w as one of 
tho g reat events of P resident Jackso n 's 
adm inistration. 
E ven after its pay­ 
m ent a large fund rem ained in the 
treasury, w hich, fur safe keening, was 
deposited w ith th e several Status, on 
condition th a t it should be returned 
w hen required by th e puplic w ants. 
Ip 1849, th e year urter th e term in a­ 
tion of an expeusive w ar w ith M exico, 
w e found ourselves involved in a debt 
of six ty.foqr m illions of dollars, and 
this w as th e am ount owed by th e gov­ 
ern m en t in I860, ju s t prior to th e o ut­ 
break of th e rebellion. 
In th e spriug of 1861 th e w ar-o fth e 
rebellion com m enoed, 
E ach year of 
its continuauce m ode an enorm ous ad­ 
dition to th e debt, so th a t w hen, in th e 
spring of 1865, th e nation successfully 
em erged from th e dreadful conflict, th e 
obligations of th e governm ent had 
reached th e vast am ount of tw enty-six 
hundred m illions. T hey had n o t yet. 
how eyer, attain * } th e ir n lg h e tt point, 
for w hen iu e aripy and navy had been 
paid, th e -volunteer forces disbanded 
uud th e navy largely reduced, it was 
found in F ebruary, 1866, th a t onr lu 
debtedness 
exceeded 
tw enty-eig h t 
hundred m illions of dollars. t 
H aving thus referred to th e indebt­ 
edness of th e governm ent at various 
periods of its existence, it m ay be well 
to call atten tio n to a brief statem en t o f 
facts connected w ith its expenditures. 
From th e fourth day of M *roh, 1769, to 
th e th irtie th of Jq n e, 1*Q|, th e en tire 
public expenditures w ere seventeen 
hundred ralllionsofdollars.’*- A lthough 
covering a period of »eventy-.4wo y e a rs,. 
th is am ount seem s sm all w hen com ­ 
pared w ith th e expenses of th e gov- 
ern ra e n td n rin g th e receut w ar o f tour 
years’ duration ; for, from th e ifirst of 
Ju ly , 1861, to th e tb irfieth #f Ju n e , 
1865, they reached the enorm ous ag­ 
gregate of th irty -th re e hundred 
lions of dqljarg. 
A n investigation into th e . disburse­ 
m ents sluce th e first day of J u ly . 1865, 
fu rth er show s th a t by addtiig lo th e 
expenditures of th e last three years the 
estim ated cost of ad m in isterin g th e 
governm ent for th e veur en ding the 
th irtie th of Ju n e, 1S69, wo obtain the 
sum of sixteen hundred 'm illio n s of 
dollars as th e am o u n t roauired for th e 
four years ira m eiR atel/ follow ing th e 
cessation of hostilities—or nearly as 
m uch os w as expended d uring th e sev-' 
enty-tw o years th a t proceded th e war. 
I t w ill be seen, from th is brief re ­ 
view , th a t from 1791 to 1S61 oiw puU lo 
debt was a t no lim e m ore th a n one 
h u n dred and tw euiy-soven miJUoua of 
dollars, w hile subsequently fouryears 
of civil w ar expanded it to tw en ty - 
eig h t hundred millions*. I t w ill nlso 
be perceived th a t w hile, prior totfcfil, 
th e largest annua! disbursem ent w as 
not quite seventy-four m illions for the 
year 1858*th e ex p e n d itu ta^ d q fln g th e 
last tnree years of peace have success­
